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Introduction 

The  Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation  had  its  be- 
ginning with  the  appointment  of  the  first  Board  of  Park 
Commissioners  on  July  8,  1875,  under  the  title  "Park 
Department."  The  Board  consisted  of  three  members 
who  served  without  compensation.  As  thus  constituted, 
the  department  continued  up  to  1913,  when  by  provision 
of  Chapter  10,  Ordinances  of  1912,  it  was  merged  with 
the  Public  Grounds,  Bath  and  Music  Departments,  un- 
der the  name  of  Park  and  Recreation  Department.  The 
Commissioners  were  appointed  by  the  Mayor  for  a  term 
of  three  years,  one  teim.  expiring  each  year.  The  Chair- 
man was  a  paid  city  official,  in  charge  of  the  operation  of 
the  department.  The  other  two  members  served  without 
compensation. 

In  1920  the  Cemetery  Department  was  merged  with 
the  Park  and  Recreation  Department,  and  the  title  was 
changed  to  Park  Department.  On  May  1,  1954,  the  De- 
partment became  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Department 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  2,  Ordinances  of  1954. 
The  Board  of  Parks  and  Recreation  Commissioners  was 
increased  to  five  members. 

Under  the  latest  ordinance,  the  Commissioner  of  Parks 
and  Recreation  becomes  the  active  head  of  the  depart- 
ment with  power  of  authority  far  beyond  that  which  ex- 
isted when  the  Board  consisted  of  three  members  (Sec- 
tion 36-42,  inclusive,  Chapter  2,  Ordinances  of  1954). 
The  Comm_issioners  meet  as  required  on  call  from  the 
Chairman. 

The  department  is  responsible  for  the  maintenance  and 
improvement  of  approximately  2,300  acres  of  parks  and 
playgrounds.  Included  in  this  area  are  the  following 
facilities:  a  general  office  building;  125  playgrounds  and 
play  areas,  47  of  which  have  field  houses;  20  parks,  large 
and  sm-all;  2  service  yards  containing  offices,  mechanics' 
shops,  storehouse,  and  garage;  a  recreation  office  build- 
ing; 13  indoor  recreation  centers;  16  public  bathhouses; 

2  public  golf  courses  (18  holes)  both  with  clubhouses; 

3  public  bathing  beaches  with  bathhouses  in  which  are  2 
solaria;  4  swimming  pools  (2  indoor  and  2  outdoor)  and 
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4  portable  pools;  82  public  squares;  16  greenhouses;  19 
cemeteries  (3  active,  16  inactive  or  historic) ;  108  miles  of 
parkways,  driveways,  walks,  and  paths;  131  acres  of 
ponds  and  rivers;  and  the  care  and  maintenance  of  all 
trees  on  city  streets,  parks,  and  playgrounds  (1966 
statistics). 

The  department  organizes,  promotes,  and  conducts  a 
city-wide  recreation  program  for  all  age  groups  with  spe- 
cial emphasis  on  youth  programs. 

This  report  summarizes  briefly  the  efforts  of  the  Parks 
and  Recreation  Commission  and  the  staff  of  the  depart- 
ment to  maintain  a  high  standard  in  essential  services 
and  to  expand  the  facilities  of  our  park  system  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  department  within  our  appropriation 
allowances. 

In  this  report  there  is  no  particular  attention  given  to 
the  extensive  maintenance  responsibilities  of  the  Parks 
and  Recreation  Department.  Reference  to  the  introduc- 
tory section  of  this  report  will  indicate  the  large  number 
of  areas,  buildings,  etc.,  that  require  most  of  the  time  of 
our  staff.  It  should  be  apparent  that  much  of  our  appro- 
priation is  expended  for  the  maintenance  and  improve- 
ment of  parks,  gardens,  park  and  recreation  buildings, 
mechanics'  shops,  golf  courses,  cemeteries,  etc.  Proper 
maintenance  is  the  key  to  efficient  service.  We  are  con- 
fining this  report  to  major  work  accomplished  in  1970, 
all  of  which  is  substantially  outside  the  area  of  general 
maintenance. 

Recreation  in  Boston 

The  Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation  adopted  a 
broader  concept  of  recreation  in  1970,  stressing  leisure- 
time  activities  for  all  age  groups  and  a  re  vital  ization 
of  parks  and  playgrounds. 

During  the  appropriate  seasons  of  1969-70,  5,000  or 
more  individuals  participated  in  softball,  baseball,  hand- 
ball, basketball,  and  volleyball  leagues  and  tournaments 
sponsored  by  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Department. 

The  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  also  maintains 
two  golf  courses  and  runs  a  junior  golf  program  for  many 
youngsters  at  these  facihties. 
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On  a  city-wide  basis  playgrounds  and  many  school- 
yards are  staffed,  providing  an  active  daily  program. 

The  sailing  and  boating  program  at  Jamaica  Pond 
sponsored  by  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Department 
proved  rather  successful,  with  increased  participation  and 
quality  services. 

A  Boston  Day  Camp  was  initiated  in  1970,  offering 
a  program  for  children  ten  to  twelve  years  of  age.  There 
were  four  two-week  camping  sessions.  The  camp  was 
located  in  Westwood. 

Swimming  instructions  and  competition  were  offered 
during  all  seasons  of  the  year. 

During  the  winter  months  a  recreation  program  was 
conducted  for  both  retarded  and  handicapped  children 
which  included  sports,  games,  and  handicrafts.  During 
the  summer  months,  the  program  was  available  for  boys 
and  girls  at  four  Parks  and  Recreation  playgrounds. 
The  Day  Camp  program  for  retarded  and  handicapped 
youngsters  was  conducted  at  Thompson  Island.  Boston 
now  has  a  well-established  program  for  these  youngsters. 

Boston's  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  recognizes 
all  ages,  and  many  programs  are  provided  for  senior 
citizens  to  form  new  friendships  and  discover  new  interests. 
Day-long  bus  tours  emanating  from  seven  senior  citizen 
centers  took  citizens  on  excursions  to  the  seashore.  Many 
special  events  such  as  the  Mayor's  Picnic  and  parties 
were  also  included  for  the  older  residents  of  Boston. 

Sports  programs  such  as  the  Boston  Neighborhood 
Hockey  and  Basketball  Leagues  continued  to  expand, 
with  at  least  1,500  youngsters  from  twelve  neighborhood 
districts  participating  in  the  leagues.  Free  tennis  instruc- 
tions, clinics  and  tournaments  were  offered  during  the 
summer  at  many  of  our  facilities.  A  track  program  for 
boys  and  girls  was  conducted  on  a  city-wide  basis,  with 
track  meets  during  the  summer  months.  Boston  hosted 
the  Atlantic-Richfield  Jesse  Owens  Meet  and  in  addition 
held  trials  for  the  National  Youth  Games  in  track  and 
field,  bowling,  and  basketball.  Frisbee  and  hula-hoop 
contests  on  the  Boston  Common  drew  many  talented 
participants.  The  "Kite  Festival"  attracted  many  "Kite 
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fans"  at  Franklin  Park.  The  perennial  Fishing  Derby 
again  continued  to  attract  young  fishermen  to  Jamaica 
Pond. 

Summerthing  took  musicals,  theater,  films,  flower 
planting,  and  handicraft  programs  to  many  in  the  city 
neighborhood  playgrounds  and  streets. 

A  Bikeway  for  all  to  enjoy  stretches  from  Boston 
Common  to  Franklin  Park. 

The  year  1970  made  a  diversity  of  programs  available 
for  both  youngsters  and  adults. 

The  Boston  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  con- 
tinued to  expand  in  the  areas  of  both  active  and  leisure 
recreation.
